Tue original members of this Church were gathered 
from the counties of Devonshire, Dorsetshire, and Som- 
ersetshire, Bng., and sailed from Plymouth on the 20th 
of March, (UV. 8.) 1630. They were organized in Ply- 
mouth ‘previons to sailing. Their slip, the Mary and 
Jolin, of 400 tons burden, brougl. over in all {40 passen- 
gers, and landed at Nantasket Beach. Mass, May 30, 
16380, 

Roger Clap, one of its original members. gives the 
following account of the organization of the Clureh= 

“These godly people resolved to live together, and 
therefore as they hat made choice of those two Rev'd 
servants of God, Mr. John Warham, and Mr. Johu 
Maverick, to be their ministers, so they kept a day of 
solemn fasting in the New Hospital at Plymouth, Eng.,” 
{just before embarking) “spending it in preaching and 
praying ; where the worthy man of God, Mr. John 
White of Dorchester, in Dorset, was present and preached 
unto us the Word of God in the fove part of the day, 
and in the latter part of the day as the people did 
solemnly make choice of, and call, those golly ministers. 
to be their officers, so also the Rewd MP. Warhan and 
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Mr. Maverick did accept thereof and expressed’ the 
same.” Rais . 
After landing at Nantasket and exploring the coast'ns 
far ag Watertown, on the Charles River, they chose Matta- 
pan as a place of settlement, and named the town 
Dorchester. But in the years 1635 and '6, the larger 
part of them removed, together with their Pastor, Mr. 
Warham, to this town, which at first they called Dor- 
chester, afterwards Windsor. Mr. Maverick had died 
previous to their removal from Massachusetts, but those 
left lehind being joined by a new company who came 
from England in 1635, with Kev. Richard Mather, organ- 
ized another church in Dorehester, with Mr. Mather for 
their Pastor. The month of the year in which this 
Church left Dorchester is only known from the following 
record of the organization of the new chureh, left by 
Rev. Increase Mather, the son of its Pastor, Mr. M. 
“set upon the great work of gathering a Church, the | 
church which was planted in that place being removed 
with the Rey. Mr. Warham to Connections. There was 
an essay toward gathering a church April 1, 1656, but by 
reason that the tmessenyers of neighbor churches were 
not satisfied concerning some that were intended men. 
bers of that foundation, the work was deferred until 
August 23d, when 4 Church was constituted in Dorches- 
ter, according to the order of the Gospel, by confession 
and profession of Faith.” This fixes the date of remo- 
val at a time somewhat earlier than April Ist. 

In the year 1639, the first house of worship was built 
on the green about twenty-live rods northeast of the 
present site. ‘The choice of Mr. Nathaniel Chauncey as 
colleague to Mr, Warham, in 1667, was not unanimous, 
and the disaffected minority separated from the chureh 
hy permission of the General Court, and worshiped in 

the Town House for thirteen vears, with Rev. Mr. Wood- 
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bridge as their minister. In 1682 the breach was healed 
by the choice of Rev. Sam’l Mather as Pastor of the 
Church, both parties accepting him. In 1761 another 
division occurred as a result of disagreement concerning 
the location of a new meeting-house. The majority fixed 
the site on the south side of the Farmington River, and 


tik nearly opposite where the Union School-house now \, 


} stands. This led toa secession of those who lived in the 
- northern part of the parish. A new church was formed, ’ 
and a meeting-house built about a mile and a quarter 

-north of the Farmington River, in 1765, and Rev. Mr. 
| Hinsdale was chosen Pastor. This division continued 
thirty-tliree years. In 1794,’a reunion was brought 
about chiefly through the apency of men who had fought 
to establish Nationa! Independence. By a comproinise, 
the present site was selected, and the» house of worship 
wow Standing was Luilt. 
-.. Portions of the membership of this Church were dis. 


| inissed to form the churches of South Windsor in 1698, 


Poquounock in 1724, Bloowtield in 1736, and Windsor 
Locks in 1844. 

Nothing is now known of the original Covenant and 
Creed of the Chureh. The earliest form that has been 
preserved was adopted in 1647, Perhaps a century later 
the doctrinal beliefs of the church obtained new state- 
ment in articles of faith which were continued in use 
until February, 1879, when the present form was 
adopted, heing the same as that of the Andover Ghapel 
Church, Mass. 

The Sunday-school connected with the Churel was 
formed on Sunday, May 23, 1819, with Edw. Selden, 
Esq., as superintendent, and thirty-two teachers and 173 
scholars.

3. ‘This Churel holds itsel! ready, on due application 
made to it, to dismiss any of its members who are not 
under discipline, and recommend them to any other 
evangelical church; but it is deemned an irregularity and 
breach of covenant for any mensber to withdraw from its 
communion without making such application. When 
such request is duly made it shall be laid before the 
Clurech for one week, after which, if no objection is 
made, the fact shall be aunounced to the Chureh, and 
letters given in due form. Ui any member has valid 
reasons for olijecting to suteh dismission, he shall, within 
the week, present them in writing to the Pastor or some 
other officer of the Chureh.
